Protect Early Cabbage 
County 
A gent 
Underwood 
urges 
grow ers of early cabbage to protect 
their plants from attacks by m aggots 
which, according to H. E. Hodgkiss, 
extension entom ologist at the Penn­ 
sylvania S tate college, are likely to be 
more abundant than usual this year. 
M aggots are the larviae of flies which 
deposit eggs in the soil close to the 
plants. 
The 
m aggots hatch from 
these eggs and feed on the fibrous 
roots and later attack the main root. 
This results in killing the plants be­ 
fore they become established. 
Injury can be prevented by apply­ 
ing one-half teacupful of corrosive 
sublimate solution to the soil around 
each plant. Make the solution by dis­ 
solving one ounce of corrosive subli­ 
mate crystal in 8 or IO 
gallons 
of 
water. 
Complete directions for preparing 
and using 
corrosive 
sublimate are 
given in Extension Circular No. 93 of 
the Pennsylvania State college.

TOO MUCH, HEAD 
OF BUICK SAYS 


Believes Drivers Have 
Sense of Security and Grow 
Careless.

Do horns on automobiles prevent 
accidents?

as automobile drivers. 
It has become

has had on the other fellow*. And the 
other fellow* is calloused to the blare 


discover that the sound of an electric 
horn no longer causes you to jump 
out of the way, or pull your car over 
to the side of the road. You go ahead 
as though you had never heard the 
I warning; in fact, the chances are that 


I you haven’t heard it. It is only after 
I repeated w*arnings force themselves 
:on your consciousness that you notice 
; the cause of the noise at all. 
False 
Sometimes this happens too late, 
I and we witness another accident which 
might have been 
prevented 
if 
the 
(driver had depended more on his steer- 


j ing wheel and brakes than on the 
pow'ers of his horn to move everyone 
and everything out of his way. 
Hail­ 
ed in court, the driver will 
say 
de­ 
fensively, “I blew my horn,” this ex­ 
cuse serving to salve his conscience 
while as a matter of fact he is prob­ 
ably criminally liable.. 
Possibly if horns were removed en­ 
tirely from automobiles we would see 
a very satisfactory decrease in auto­ 
mobile accidents. 
Without horns, it 
would not take long for everyone to 
realize that safety depended entirely 
on keeping the eyes and ears open, 
w'hich is after all the only sure and 
complete remedy for accident. A long 
step In the direction of greater safety 
will have been taken when drivers 
realize that they cannot ‘‘drive with 
the horn.”
